“I can take a common school book 
on chemistry and go before any jury 
of ordinary intelligence and convince 
it that a drink containing more than 
14% per cent of alcohol is an imita- 
tion of nothing,” declared Rev. Dr. H. 
M. Dubose, of Augusta, before the tem- 
perance committee of the house yes- 
terday afternoon. “It is usually a 
hellish concoction, 
nated as rot-gut.” 

“In Augusta and the country contig- 
uous thereto we have 100 open saloons 
in which such stuff is sold,” he said, 
further qualifying his remark with the 
statement that Augusta is an “idyllic 
and winsome city’—the handsomest he 
had ever seen, and he was familiar 
with all of them. 

Dubose Is Only Speaker. 

Dr. Dubose was the sole speaker ap- 
pearing before the committee in ad- 
vocacy of the Tippins bill, which aims 
at the elimination of near beer. 

Rev. Dr. M. J. Cofer, Dr. J. B. Rich- 
ards and Rev. Dr. 8S. R. Belk were there 
in behalf of the Anti-Saloon League, 
but excepting a few words from the 
first named, did not speak. Dr. W. S. 
Elkin was there for the druggists, 
who desire the bill amended so as to 
except legitimate medicines from its 
“one-half of 1 per cent of alcohol” 
limitation. 

Committee Adjourns. 

He asked that. he be permitted..to. 
appear at. the next meeting of the com- 
mittee. when the bill will be discuss- 
ead further.

Dr. Dubose, who is pastor of the 
leading Methodist church in Augusta, 
said he came before the ‘committee as 
the representative of the Augusta 
Protestant ministers, a law enforce- 
ment committee of that city, the Meth- 
odist church, 2,000 petitioners who have 
asked that the bill be passed, the 
“vyoung manhood,” the “young and ma- 
ture womanhood” of the state, etc. 

Condition Is Appalling. 

“Peculiar conditions exist,” he said, 
“in a large part of that section of the 
state where I have established my citi- 
Senship. Beginning at the sea and ex- 
tending northward to that beautiful 
city Augusta, the metropolis of a wide 
section, several counties are simply 
flooded with intoxicants. In Augusta 
the condition [fs appalling.” 

He declared that the city imposes a 
tax of $1,000 on each near beer saloon, 
which, with the $300 collected by the 
state. makes the total of $1,300. 

“In the language of one of our 
newspapers,’ said the speaker, “do 
you think anyone would pay out that 
much money for the privilege of sell- 
ing soda pop?” 

“My knowledge of the multiplication 
table and familiarity with the syl- 
lewisms of Aristotle compel me to 
know that they do not.

SMITH ATTACKS 
CROP REPORTS 


South Carolina Senator Says 
Bears Are Being Aided 


He Charges That One Para- 
graph in the Recent Report 
of the Government on the 
Crop Led to the Raid by- the 
Bears.

Washington, July 20.—(Special.)— 
Charging an illegal action against 
the crop repgrting bureau of the de- 
partment of agriculture, in that they 
had made a prediction on July 3, as 
to what weuld be the size of the cotton 
crop for the season of 1911-1912, Sena- 
tor Smith, of South Carolina, today 
warmly protested against such action 
in a speech in the senate and said-the 
effect had been to injuripusly affect 
the cotton market. 

The paragraph of the crop report to 
which Senator Smith objected, declar- 
ed: 

“The acreage of cotton this year Is 
about 35,000,000. The condition (88.2 
as compared to a ten-year average of 
80 per cent) indicates a probable yield 
of 202.8 pounds per acre, which on 
34,000,000 acres—allowing 
acres for abandonment—would mean 
6,895,000,000 or about 14425,000.” 

A cotton crop of this size would be 
most extraordinary, said Mr. Smith, 


and the prediction that this year’s} 


crop would reach such a total has al- 
ready been used by bear operators on 
the New York cotton,exchange to de- 
press the price of cotton futures. 

He said it made no difference in the 
effect of the bureau's estimate that it 
was a mere guess, since crop conditions 
were changing weekly, and would con- 
tinue to change uatil = crop was 
gathered. 

“This guess carried with it official 
sanction, official weight,, and was 
therefore, calculated to have vastly 


more effect upon the market than any. 


private guess could have,” said Mr. 
Smith.

“The secretary said the estimate 
was with@ut his knowledge or consent, 
and without sanction of law. On ac- 
count of the many influences that are 
likely to occur in affecting the final 
yield of the crop, he said it was fool- 
ishness for anyone to attempt to fore- 
case the yield at this date. He said if 
this estimate had .been given out by 
one of his bureaus it was the first and 
last time it would occur. | 

“As an illustration of the absurdity 
of attempting to predict the size of the 
crop of 1911-1912 at this time,” contin- 
uei Senator Smith, “It would be well 
to recall that in 1908 on 32,344,000 acres, 
we raised 13,432,000 bales of cotton; 
while in 1910 on practically the same 
acreage—32,403,000 acres—we made 11,- 
565,000 bales. In 1906 on 31,374,000 
acres we made 13,305,000 bales; and in 
1907 on 31,311;000 acres we made 1i11,- 
325,000 bales.”’

Milwaukee, Wis. July 20.—Lewis 
Strang, well-known automobile racing 
driver, who has driven cars in various 
sections of the United States, was in- 
stantly killed today near Blue River, 
Wis., while piloting the machine of 
the technical committee on the Wis- 
consin Automobile Association’s re- 
liability The tour was from La 
Crosse to Lancaster, a distance of 
about 128 miles. 

Early reports were to the effect that 
Strang was going along at a’ good 
speed when he encountéred a passing 
team and in endeavoring to avoid a

Later advices, however, indicate that 
the car was running at only about four 
miles an’ hour when a wagon was seen 
ahead going in the same _ direction. 
Strang turned aside but the soil sud- 
denly gave way and his car slid down 
the embankment, turning turtle and 
Strang, reluctant to jump, went under 
to his death. In the car with Strang 
were J. W. Tufts, Milwaukee; Joe 
Jaergersburger and L. A. Clark, of 
Lancaster, Wis. ~ 
Went Over Five-Foot Embankment. 

It is said the embankment was 
scarcely more than five feet high. 

In a race at Kenosha, Wis., about 
June 15 Strang broke his arm and it 
had not fully knitted when he started 
on the state run that ended in his 
death. It is believed the weakness of 
this arm prevented him from properly 
handling the car today. 

Strang first came into prominence 
when he won a stock race at Savannah 
in 1908, although he had won a cir- 
cular track race at Birmingham, Ala., 
the year before. In 1908 he also won 
a road race at Lowell, Mass., an an- 
other at Brighton Beach. He drove a 
Renault car in the first grand prize 
race at Savannah, but did not finish 
owing to trouble with his car. 

Some of Strang’s Records. 

In 1909 he was a winner at Ormond 
Beach, making 100 miles in 94 minutes. 
In 1910, on the Indianapolis motor 
Speedway, he made a quarter mile rec- 
ord of eight seconds, making 119 miles 
an hour; one kilometer, 22 seconds; 
five miles in 3 minutes 17 seconds. 

Strang was known as a consistent 
road race driver, but differed from 
many drivers of the ultra conservative 
type in that at times he would show 
the most daredeviltry to make a spurt 
and gain an advantage, 

Many drivers have predicted’ that 
Strang’s end would come at a time of 
his apparent recklessness, but instead 
he was slowly crushed to death under 
a car that tumbled down an embank- 
ment when going only four miles an 
hour. He was 26 years old.

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SENATE. PASSES 


ANTI-LOBBY BILL 


Was Adopied Yesterday by Vote 
38 to 4 


Must Register With Secretary 
of State, Saying by Whom He 
Is Employed, and Specific 
Bill or Resolution to Be Sup- 
ported or Opposed.

The anti-lebbying bill of Senator 
Harris was passed in the senate yes- 
terday by @ vote of 38 to: 4. This 
bill requirés that any person, who is 
not a member of the Georgia legisla- 
ture, and who is here for the purpose 
of lobbying, shall be required by law 
to register with the secretary of state, 
stating who he is employed. by, if by 
anyone, and the spectfic bill or resolu- 
tion he is to support or oppose. He is 
also to file an itemized account of all 
his expenses in connection with the 
measure. 

The agent or the attorney of any spe- 
cial interest will be allowed to ap- 
pear before committees, but will not 
be allowed on the floor of the house 
Or senate while in session. Neither 
will an agent de allowed to call a rep- 
resentative or senator rrom the floor 
of either body. Any person violating 
this law will be held guilty of a mis- 
demeanor. 

Senator Harris said in advocacy of 
his bill, “I believe.that fully 95 per 
cent’of the people of Georgia are in 
favor of the passage of an anti-lobby- 
ing bill. It has been said by a great 
many people in our state that the leg- 
islature is controlled by the corpora- 
tions and I think they are right to a 
certain extent. I have seen many 
good bilis’ killed which ought to have 
been passed, and this was the only rea4 
son I could see for their defeat.” 

Objection Raised by Ennis. 

Senator Ennis, one of the four who 
voted against the bills said: “I do not 
believe the Georgia legislature has yet 
become so corrupt as to be bribed and 
I think this bill is a reflection on the 
senators of Georgia. If any one is 
corrupt enough to even attempt to 
bribe a senator, I think that the of- 
fense should be classed as a felony, 
and not a misdemeanor.” 

“But I know that lobbyists have in- 
fluenced votes in the Georgia senate,” 
remarked Senator Shaw, 

“How do you know? Has your vote 
ever been juggled with by a lobbyist?” 
questioned Mr. Ennis. 

“No, sir- it has not,” said Mr. Shaw, 
“and I c@nsider that a compliment to 
myself. e pedple of Georgia know

Senator Crawford said that he was 
opposed to the bill. He thought it 
meaningless and that it did nothing in 
effect, but fill up several pages of pa- 
per. 
Senator Graham sata that *the legis- 
lature was not making this bill for 
the present senate but for future sen- 
ates. “TIT have seen this statement 
somewhere and it applies admirably, 
‘The world waxes worse and worse as 
time passes.’ Now let us make this bill, 
for the use of our successors and save 
them the trouble and possible embar- 
rassment.” 

Senator Sheppard concluded the 
speaking. “It is conceded that the 
people of Georgia are clamoring for 
an anti-lobbying bill,” he said, “and I 
believe it is our duty to observe their 
wishes. What we need is a bill that 
will hit the spot and thts one does it. 
The gentieman' from the forty-second 
raises the point that a man can regis- 
ter from one corporation and repre- 
sent several, but this is a mistake, as 
the bill clearly reads that a person 
will be required to sign his name once 
for each corporat represented by 
him. 

“Mr. Crawford says that the bill is 
meaningless and thac we already have 
a law which covers the same ground 
this bill does, but I cannot see how 
the gentleman can associate the bill he 
refers us to and the one before us in 
the same light. Last year this bill was 
fought through the house and was kill- 
ed in the senate, mainly upon the fight 
waged against that part of the bil! 
making the penalty a felony, and be- 
cause it did not allow an agent to 
speak in private with his own repre- 
sentative. Now, both of these objec- 
tions have been removed and I do not 
see on what grounds tne bill can be 


rejected.” 
Those who voted. against the bill 
were Senators Crawford, Morris, Ennis 


and Spence.

“The Anti-Saloon League would not 
like to be put in the attitude of rais- 
ing the issue,” said Rev. M. J. Cofer, 
chairman of the legislative committee, 
“but if it develops that local option is 
to be one of the issues, the candidacy 
of any man who favors it will be oppos- 
ed to the finish. 

“The league is now more effectively 
organized for the maintenancé of pro- 
hibition than it has ever been and is 
more determined than ever to use all 
of its influence to prevent a return 
to local option.” 


In the past the Anti-Saloon League 
has put gubernatorial candidates on 
record as to their position on the pro- 
hibition question, and if it develops 
that local option is favored by any can- 
didate similar action will be taken in 
the present campaign.

He stated that it had been 
introduced in the house by Mr. Ault, 
of Polk, by request of the members 
of the Cedar Valley Farmers’ Club, a 
non-political association, and that both 
the governor and the commissioner of 
agriculture had been put in the atti- 
tude’ of investigating it. He disclaims 
any intention to reflect om the com- 
missioner of agriculture.

provided that the committee should 
make its report before August 10, so 
that the present legislature would be 
able to receive the report.

Governor Submits Statement 
Relative to Treasury of State. | 


He Requests iseval Assembly 
to Make Sufficient Appropri- 
ations to Supply Deficiency 


in Contingent Fund and the | 


Public Buildings Fund. 


In a special message, submitted to 
both houses yesterday, Governor Smith 
requests the general assembly to make 
sufficient appropriations to supply the 
deficiency now existing in the contin- 
gent fund and the public: buildings 
fund ! 

The annval appropriation for the 
public buildings fund is $25,000, or $12,- 
50@ for each half year. The governor 
points out that although only half the 
present year is gone, the sum of $17,- 
000 from the contingent fund for this 
year has been expended by-the previous 
administration, leaving only $8,000 for 
expenditures for the balance of the 
year, 

Contingent Fund. 

The annual appropriation for the 
contingent fund is $15,000, and the 
governor points out that about §11,- 
233.05 of this amount has already been 
expended, leaving only $4,219.78 for 
expenditures during the nmext six 


months. | 
In order to raise additional revenue 


for supplying the needs of the state 
the governor suggested that a special 
tax be placed on automobiles, based on 
their horse power, 

The message of the governor is as 


follows: | 
Governor's Message. 


To the General Assembly: I have 
the honor to submit the following facts 
and suggestions with reference to the 
financial matters connected with the 
business Of the state: 

The appropriations for the present 
year for public buildings and grounds 
was $25,000. My predecessor, who filled 
the office of governor for the first six 
months of the year, had drawn war- 
rants against this) sum for $16,413.42. 
He also left unpaid bills for several 
hundred dollars in additicn, so that of 
the $25,000 appropriated for the year, 
about $17,000 has been spent during 
the first six months, leaving only $8,000 
for the balance of the year. 

It requires slightly over $2,000 a 
month to pay the expenses chargeable 
to the public buildings and grounds ac- 
count, 

The contingent fund for the present 
year was $15,000. Against this fund 
checks have been drawn for $11,233.05. 
There was a balance on hand from 1910 
of $202.83. The present balance, there- 
fore, is only $4,219.78. 

I regard $15,000 as an amount rea- 
sonably necessary for the contingent 
fund for.twelve months, One-half of 
this amount is required for each six 
months. 

I am, therefore,

I 
mean by this that giving the treasury 
credit for the cash on hand and the 
uncollected taxes for 1909, and charg- 
ing it with unpaid appropriations for 
1909, the treasury showed a surplus 
over unpaid appropriations in cash on 
hand and good actounts due for taxes 
of over $2,000,000 at that time 

Estimating that ‘the revenue for last 
year exceed the appropriations in 
round figures $81,900, and that the ap- 
propriations for this year will exceed 
the revenue $227,149, on Recember 31 
next, the treasury surplus would be 
approximately $1,850,000 instead of 
over $2,000,000, which was the surplus 
December 31, 1909. 

Revenue Equals Expenses. 


Our current revenue outside of ad 
Valorem taxes just about equals our 
Current experses.' Pensions and ap- 
propriations to public schools are be- 
ing met according: to our present prac- 
tice from ad valorem taxes. With only 
a surplus of $1,850,000 January 1, after 
the pensions are! paid in the early 
spring, this surplus will be reduced to 
$650,000, which will be all that will 
be available for paying pubiic school 
teachers until the fali of next vear. 

I urge that appropriations be held 
down in future to ‘the yearly revenue 
of the sta‘e, and in the meantime that 
every effort ™e made to increase the 
revenue Of the state so -hat the excess 
of appropriations for the present fis- 
cal year may be met by an increase of 
revenue. 

As one means of helping to accomi- 
Pligsh this result I suggest a license 
tax per horse power on automobiles 
somewhat commensurate with the bur- 
dens which automobiles place upon 
the public roads of the state. 

I desire to suggest further that our 
two big appropriations for pensions 
and for public schools be not increasgd 
during the next two years. They now 
ccnsume three-fourths of the entire 
revénue of the state. 

No ome bDdbelieves in public schools 
more than I do, but we ought not to 
mnmake ap*repriations fwr them and 
allow the counties to employ teachers 
besed upon these appropriations unless 
we provide the revenue to meet the 
appropriations, and to meet them 
promptiy. 

- Renews Recommendations. 


I renew my recummendations with 
reference to advancing the time for 
the payment of taxes by the corpora- 
tiens witich make their returns to the 
comptroller general, and also for an 
increase of the borrowing power of 
the governor. Of course this borrow- 
ing power should be limited to a tem- 
porary short time loan. 

The difficulty about determining 
just how appropriations for a parficu- 
lar year and revenue for a particular 
year in the past compared, isj4ue to

Measure Causes Considerable 


Discussion, Mr. Hall of Bibb 
Declaring It Unconstitutional. 
Only 14 Votes Against It.

A pension bill involving the expendi- 
ture of $240 took up about one-half 
of yesterday’s session of the house, or 
time involving about $500. 

The bill was fathered by Representa- 
tive Tarver, of Whitfield, and was for 
the relief of the chi:dren of a veteran 
named Wood, who was a citizen of his 
county. -It appears that the old sol- 
dier died in the asylum. During the 
last four years of his life, he could draw 
his annual pension of $60. His chil- 
dren did not know that a special law 
passed in 1899 enabled them to get it. 
Having failed to obtain it when it was 
due, a special act appropriating it dl- 
rect became necessary. 

The measure provoked considerable 
discussion. Mr. Hall, of Bibb, declar- 
ed it- absolutely unconstitutional, and 
other members were open in the decla- 
ration that the constitution doesn’t 
count when it comes to paying the pen- 
sions of confederate veterans, 

Only fourteen votes were registered 
against it. 

Regulating Procedure. 


Before the house adjourned a general 
bill, by Mr. Alexander, of DeKalb, 
amending laws regulating procedure 
in land suits was taken up and passed, 
after brief explanation by its author.

Dunlop has the 
child in hiding, and his wife has em- 
ployed counsel in an effort to locate 
the boy. He says he has the boy in a 
safe place and that the little fellow is 
being well taken care of, but that un- 
der no circumstances will he allow his 
wife the custody of the child. Dunlop 
charges that Mrs. Tomkies threatened 
his life, and that for this reason he 
carried the revolver. 

Mrs. Dunlop has been staying with 
Mrs. Tomkies in the Oglethorpe apart- 
ment since she has been tn Savannah. 
She says her husband assaulted her in 
Jacksonville recently and again in Au- 
gusta only a short time ago. She 
charges that Dunlop wanted to talk 
over their differences today, and tele- 
phoned her that he would come for her 
and take her to his office in the Real 
Estate Bank building. 

She assented in the hope she would 
be able to learn the whereabouts of 
her son.

DEAF-MUTE SCHOOL 


Bibb County Medical Society 
Wants Institution Moved 
to Macon. 


-_ 


Macon, Ga. July 20.—(Special.)— 
The Bibb County Medical Society 
through its secretary, Dr. Carl L. An- 
derson, has addressed a communica- 
tion to the general assembly urging 
that body to move the Georgia school 
for deaf-mutes from its present lo- 
cation at Cave Spring, near Rome, to 
Macon, where the state already owns 
ample land for the placing of the 
school near the state school for the 
blind. 

The medical association makes a 
Warm attack on the methods of instruc- 
tion used by the schoo! at present and 
also puts itself on record as being op- 
posed to the_Cave Spring climate, de- 
Claring that the usual poorly nourished 
condition of deaf-mutes demands as 
nearly as possible an even climate as 
possible. 

The communication in part is as fol- 
lows: 

“We wish to point out first that 
Georgia is most unfortunate in the lo- 
cation of its school building for the deaf 
in one extreme corner of the state. It 
is in a cold climate compared to that 
of the state at large. Pocketed as it 
is, it has not enjoyed the confidence 
of the public to the extent it should 
and would were its usefulness set 
forth to the people by more public 
location. 

“The state owns ample grounds and 
an ideal location at Macon. The plan 
Should be to sell the property at Cave 
Spring and use such of the proceeds 
as might be necessary to put buildings 
on the state’s land as Macon. This 
would call for no additional appropria- 
tion. 

“The state should then go a step fur- 
ther and put as principal of the school 
eg practical man of scientific train- 
ng. 
“The Georgia schvol does not teach 
the oral method and yet the best au- 
thorities among physicians and teach- 
ers say it should take precedence of the 
manu&l or sign method. 

“The school at Cave Spring has less 
than a third of the estimated number 
of the deaf of the state. 

“One does not have to be conversant 
with the scientific advance to know 
that the Georgia school for the deaf is 
fifty years behind tne times. It was 
demonstrated in Atlanta only a few 
days since, when the deaf-mute teach- 
ers of the state headed by the principal 
of the Georgia school met and resolv- 
ed not to teach the oral method.”

The senate has done its full duty in resisting the pressure that 
sought to stifle the investigation of the department of agriculture, 
the movement for which was instituted by the Cedar Valley Farm- 
ers’ Club of Polk county, whose demand was formulated in the 


and pressed through under the leadership of. Representative Ault in 
the house and Senator William J. Harris in the senate, in whose dis- 
trict Polk is located. The action of the Cedar Valley Farmers’ Club 
undoubtedly reflected the sentiment of the farmers generally 
throughout the state, but when officials of the department begun 
tc interpose technical and parliamentary obstacles through their 
spokesmen in the senate, the demand of the Cedar, Valley farmers 
assumed state-wide proportion among the taxpayers generally, for 
‘the very attitude of hostility to a reasonable investigation of any 
state department carried with it the suggestion of an effort at con- 
cealment. Under the lash of public demand the effort in the senate, 
first to sidetrack and then to emasculate the investigation by un- 
necessary amendment, resulted in a dismal failure. 

In accordance with the resolution passed by both houses, a joint 
investigating committee will be appointed by the speaker of the 
house and’ the president of the senate, and it is to be assumed, of 
course, that the two presiding officers will name a committee the 
personnel of whose membership will carry with it the full confi- 
dence of the people of the state. This, of course, will be done, for 
both President Slaton and Speaker Holder, during the progress of 
the resolution through the two houses, assumed the very gratifying 
attitude that the people of Georgia were entitled to a full and a free 
accounting for every cent of the money of the taxpayers. When 
the measure was assailed by indirection in the senate, no senator 
rendered more valuable service in the interest of the people than 
Senator Slaton, who left his chair to combat the effort to weaken 
the resolution by unnecessary amendment. 

The proposition is a very simple one. The people want to 
know, and they are going to know, just what is being done with 
every penny of their money now being expended through the de- 
partment of agriculture, and whether or not the farmers of the 
state are getting the benefit from it that they have a right to expect. 
It is time for a showdown, not only of the full salaried list of the 
department, but more specifically for ‘a detailed statement as to 
just what service is being rendered by every man in return for the 
money paid him through the state treasury. If there are men on 
this salary list who are being paid from $1,000 to $2,000 per annum 
for work which could be as satisfactorily done at a cost of from 
$100 to $200 per annum, the people of the state have a right to 
know it and to insist that this difference is an extravagant waste 
of the public money, representing a direct loss to the farming inter- 
ests of the state, in that they are being deprived of the benefits that 
they might derive from the expenditure of this money if applied to 
the purposes intended by law. 

But we will see what we will see! If the department can show 
clean hands—all right, and The Constitution will very promptly and 
very cheerfully give it credit accordingly! 

But if it appears as the result of the investigation that the peo- 
ple’s money is being wasted in the maintenance of an arrogant 
political machine which has assumed to dictate and direct the poli- 
tics of Georgia—but that is another story!

Commending the splendid work of road construction which De- 
Kalb county has done in certain sections, Richard Turnbull, of 
Madison, writes The ‘Constitution a letter, published today, protest- 
ing against the miserable excuse for a road which DeKalb offers as 
an approach to Atlanta: 

This particular road, paralleling the Georgia railroad for two 
or three, miles, is, perhaps, the most used road in DeKalb county. 
The property abutting it on either side is built up with splendid 
residences until the intervening section between Atlanta and Deca- 
fur is practically a continuation of the city. 

In point of importance to and use by the people of DeKalb 
county alone,-this road should, first of all, be made a magnificent 
boulevard between the two cities, but all that has been put upon 
it are promises and professed intentions, neither of which has proven 
so far a satisfactory road-building material. 

The DeKalb county approach to Atlanta by way of Druid Hills

CONGRESSIONAL REAPPORTIONMENT. 


Will congressional reapportionment of Georgia be possible at 
the present legislative session? There is serious question whether 
it can be done before adjournment, and if deferred until the sum- 
mer session of 1912, the indications are it will bring it in danger- 
ously close connection with the state primary. ee 

The national senate will not vote upon the congressional re- 
apportionment bill until August 3; the Georgia legislature will ad- 
journ August 16, allowing but thirteen days, at most, for consid- 
eration of reapportionment, in respect of which many conflicting 
interests will demand hearing. 

Assuming that the senate will pass substantially the house bill 
August 3, in¢reasing the membership of the lower house of con- 
gress to 433) members, which would give Georgia one additional 
member—and there is every reason to believe it will do so, despite 
manifest opposition—it would still be several days before minor 
differences between house and senate could be adjusted and the bill 
signed by the president. 

If Georgia’s legislators wait, therefore, for official action and 
notification, congressional reapportionment of the state at this 
session would become manifestly impossible. 

It would expedite matters, perhaps, if legislative committees 
which have to deal with this subject would begin an inquiry into 
it at once upon the theory that Georgia is to have an additional] 
member of congress next year; they could lose nothing by such 
preliminary investigation, even should the bill fail, which is not 
likely. | 

The only other possibility of completing the congressional re- 
apportionment of the state prior to the session of 1912 will be pre- 
sented in the extra session of the general assembly which will have 
to be held to inaugurate the new governor who is to succeed Sen- 
ator Hoke Smith, and it is a question whether this subject would 
warrant suth an extension of the extra session as might be neces- 
sary for it. | 

The problem might readily be solved if the legislative commit- 
tees would begin naw to get in shape for action and determine to 
complete the work at the present session, following the final 
| action of congress upon the pending bill.

Editor Constitution: Is it a safe 
precedent for Georgia to institute a 
system of taxation totally unlike any- 
thing now in existence in the civilized 
world?

The argument that automobiles de- 
stroy and make inefficient our roads, 
can best be answered by the simple 
statement that no single force in the 
history of Georgia has done so much 
to create and crystalize public demand 
for road building in the several coun- 
ties. Good roads mean the snortening 
of the distance between the country 
points and villages and the city, mak- 
ing the‘ markets more easily reached 
by the producer; good roads naturally 
have enhanced the value of property, 
and those who hold property and de- 
sire to be benefitted by the accrued val- 
ue of the same can readily do so by of- 
fering their property for sale; in oth- 
er words, the advantage In the increas- 
ed value of real estate is a self-evident 
one, and I do not believe any sane man 
will deny that the automobile has had 
more to do with bringing about this 
result than any other stngle factor. 

I am not a native of Georgia, but 
have been connected with the automo- 
bile business in the state for some four 
or five years. I have visited various 
counties in the state, and have done 
considerable touring.

against the motor car. 

The motor car is just as much an 
article of commerce as is a hat or a 
shoe, a wheelbarrow, buggy or wagon.

malice. Naturally this law is suggest- 
ed, principally, by men who do not own 
cars and here and there a politician 
is always anxious to get aboard on 
any proposition which he thinks will 
be popular with the nrajority, and oft- 
times the majority, without giving 
these propositions serious thought, is 
perfeotly willing to commit itself to 
measures totally unfair and unconsti- 
tutional. 

Let us face the east and build a big- 
ger and greater Georgia by encourag- 
ing in every legal mamner all up-to- 
date appliances as to machinery and 
methods of farming or commerce, and 
our progress will continue, as nereto- 
fore.

Great Schools in the Atlantic 
Destroying Many of the 
Young Fish. 


(From The Savannah Morning News.) 

That fish along the Atlantic coast 
north of Hatteras will be very scarce 
next year is the opinion of veteran 
fishermen, according to the masters of 
the vessels of the Savannah Line of 
the Ocean Steamship Company. 

Blue fish will be responsible for the 
fish famine of next year if the same 
authority is to be relied upon. The 


blue fish, which are never found south 


of Hatteras, have appeared along the 


coast in schools the size of which hasn’t 


been equaled in a great many years. 
And they destroy other fish, according 
to experts. 

The appearance of such great num- 
bers of blue fish is attributed to the 
severe hot weather that has been ex- 
perienced in the north. In countless 
numbers the fish have made their way 
farther down the coast than is their 
wont, seeking cooler waters. That 
they are hungry and have been un- 
questionably feeding on young fish of 
other kinds, is shown. by the phenome-

TAXING SYSTEM 


Bill in the House for State and 
County Arbitration 
Boards. 


Aiming at reform in the state's tax- 
ing’ system, Representative Ashley, of 
Lowndes, and Anderson, of Chatham, 
introduced a bill in the house vester- 
day creating state and county boards 
of tax arbitration.

REBELS HOLD 
CAPE HAITIEN 


Americans in Grave Danger. 
United States Rushing 
Warships to Scene. 


Cape Haitien, July 20.—Cape Haitien 
is in the hands-~-of the revolutionists 
and the sole protection of Americans 
and other foreigners in this port is an 
American yacht which arrived here 
yesterday morning. The United States 
Sunboat Petrel sailed from here sev- 
eral hours previous to the arrival of 
the yacht, leaving American interests 
unprotected and when the yacht came 
into the harbor her owner, Mr. Dick, 
found the town in a state of semi- 
anarchy. The insurgents were rapig- 
ly approaching and President Simon 
and his troops had left Fort Liberte 
for Port-au-Prince. 

There were rumors also that the 
cruiser Antoine Simon was on her way 
to bombard some of the ports. As is 
customary under such circumstances 
most of the residents took sides with 
the revolutionists and soon the au- 
thorities were unable to check the dis- 
orders. Mr. Dick notified the officials 
that he would not permit any bom- 
bardment by Haitien warships and 
would protect the foreigners. 

Early last night fighting broke out 
in the streets. The searchlight of the 
yacht was kept playing on the houses 
in which the Americans, who were 
brought in from working on the rail- 
road, had collected with their wives. 

At daybreak, however, the govern- 
ment was overthrown, the revolution- 
ists had occupied the town and the 
streets were filled with excited men 
shooting at random. All the Ameri- 
can womer were taken aboard the 
yacht, while the foreign consulates 
were filled with refugees. These in- 
cluded generals who had opposed the 
revolution and the local authorities, 
in protecting whom the French con- 
Sul was slightly wounded. 

The whole American colony claim- 
ed immediate protection and it ig 
pointed out that serious results may 
follow, if permission is denied the 
American yacht owner to use the guns 
with which the vessel is supplied, in 
case of emergency until the arrival of 
an American warship. 

Protection To Be Rushed. 

Washington, July 20.—With only one 
little gunboat In the waters of Haiti 
to safeguard American interests, 
threatened by a formidable revolution 
‘that seems to be spreading hourly 
through the republic, the navy depart- 
ment is making @ strenuous endeavor 
to ruSh adequate protection to the 
scene. 

The fast cruiser Chester today was 
detached from the mimic war in Long 
Island Sound and ordered to the 
theater of real strife in Haitl. She 
will leave Admiral Osterhaus’ “attack- 
ing’ fleet tonight for coal, sailing for 
Cape Haitien probably tomorrow at a 
20-knot speed. The trip will be made 
in about four days. 

The Des Moines left Boston today 
for Port-au-Prince. Her voyage will 
consume a week. The Peoria is ex- 
pected to leave San Juan, Porto Rico, 
tomorrow for Port Liberte. With the 
Petrel, now at Gonaives, the United 
States in the course of a week will 
have four warships surrounding the 
little republic.

BEING REVEALED 


New York, July 20.—In an academic 
discussion of governmental relations to 
corporations this afternoon, John E. 
Parsons, former president of the Amer- 
ican Bar Association, and former coun- 
sel for the American Sugar Refining 
Company, declared to the congressional! 
committee investigating the “sugar 
trust” that the proposition of E. H. 
Gary, chairman of the United States 
Steel Corporation for government con- 
trol of business combinations was s0- 
cialistic. He added that in his opinion 
congress should place no restrictions 
whatever on trade. 

“Government should permit com- 
merce to take its course,” he said. “A 
great corporation cannot be organized 
merely on the valuation in dollars and 
cents of its physical properties—the 
men behind it must be capttalized. They 
are worth something to the investor. 
The capitalization must be on the phy- 
sical properties, the prospects of the 
business and the men- who are to man- 
age it. That is not water. 

Justice Harlan’s Opinion. 

“If congress should pass a law con- 
forming to Justice Harlan’'s dissentng 
opinion in the Standard Oil and tobacco 
trust cases, it would cause the coun- 
try’s disaster. If Justice Harlan’s opin- 
ion stood as the ruling opinion of the 
court, our jails would be filled to over- 
flowing with stockholders and officers 
of corporations. No two businesses 
could combine to increase their trade.” 

Mr. Parsons was positive that there 
should be no government control of 
corporations, that they should be per- 
mitted a free hand and the ultimate 
consumer would profit by his plan. 

Mr. Parsons was asked: 

“Who suggested to you the idea of 
bringing these independent companies 
together in 1887 into the Sugar Refin- 
eries Company?” 

“Well, I think it was in all their 
minds. I’m the man, though, who de- 
serves the credit or the blame for 
actually forming that company, which, 
under reorganization because of the 
Sherman anti-trust law, became the 
present American Sugar Refining Com- 
pany. I thoroughly believe in the com- 
bination of capital, of labor, or any 
other lines for the benefit of those in- 
terested, when it is legal.’’

“Now that is right, go and fool with 
the trees as: much as you please and 
hold meetings about ‘em, and make 
speeches,’ said a certain elderly gen- 
tleman not long since who was hearti- 
ly disapproving of women mixing up 
in public affairs.

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HOT WEATHER DISHES 


Frozen Banana Custard.—Four bana- 
nas, one heaping teaspoonful of pow- 
dered gelatine, four tablespoonfuls of 
Sugar, three tablespoonfuls of boiling 
water, three cupfuls of milk: one cup- 
ful of whipped cream, and three eZEs. 
Put the geletine in a saucepan, add the 
eggs, water, sugar and milk: stir until 
they thicken, then cool, and add the ba- 
nanas rubbed througk a Sieve, and the 
whipped cream. Freeze, and serve in 
dainty glasses, with a preserved cherry 
on top. 

Marmalade Ice Cream in Cones.— 
Make two pints of plain custard. When 
cool add one cupful each of cream and 
orange marmalade, juice of a lemon 
and a tablespoonful of apple felly. 
Freeze. Serve in cones decorated with 
chopped nuts. 


Lemon Ice in Iced Tea.—Put one 
quart of water in a saucepan; add two 
cupfuls and a half of sugar and the 
rinds of one orange and three lemons. 
Boil five minutes, then strain and 
cool. Add the juices of the orange and 
lemons, then freeze. Allow to ripen two 
hours. Place a large spoonful in a 
giass of iced tea and serve with lady 
fingers.

From 
the outset, traders were confronted too 
with reports of frose in the Canadian 
northwest, cables were bullish and the 
export demand continued.

While this may not be just the 
proper season to speak of mating a 
breeding yard of Reds, yet I think it 
advisable to do so before the young 
stock and present season breeders are 
sold off, for then it will be too late 
to make the selection. 

Admitting that you have birds that 
@re strong, healthy and vigorous, the 
next thing to consider is the color 
question. Your flock, like all other 
breeders’ flocks, contains birds of 
several shades of red. Select a male 
to head your pen and get him as near 
the standard red as possible, and with 
a rich salmon undercolor. But don't 
lose sight of the shape, as that is half 
of the bird. Also look well to comb, 
eyes, wings, tail, legs and toes, for a 
bird to be a go00d one must be good in 
all sections. 

Now then, we are ready for the 
females. And this is the all-important 
thing now. Select females to the num- 
ber of nine to twelve, depending on the 
vigor of the male and the range or 
yard you have for them, that are as 
near the color of the male’s breast as 
possible, and while you are doing this 
give the shape due consideration, and 
if the male is weak in comb, eye, or 
any other section, select females that 
are strcng in points where the male is 
weak and vice versa. For you are 
trying to overcome imperfections 
rather than breed them. 

Quite frequently some member of 
this club will write me and say: My 
females are light in color; shall I mate 
them to a feal dark male? To this I 
would say no, and most emphatically, 
as that would have a tendency to 
throw off mottled of mealy offspring. 
In other words, don’t mate birds to- 
gether that carry an extreme variance 
in color. Better have a trio of good 
ones mated than a whole breeding 
yerd of mixed shades of color, for they 
will not produce all good ones, even 
if rroperly mated. 

Keep Away From Buff and Chocolate. 

If you were t> cross black hogs with 
white hoga, you wouldn't expect them 
to produce al!! black. or all white 
youngsters, would you? It is just the 
same with breeding poultry; keep away 
from this buff and chocolate in Reds 
and you will produce a harger per cent 
of Reds that are red. 

The color of the male should be a 
rich red with a brilliant tustre—-a buff 
doés not have the lustre, neither does 
a chocolate-—with the same color blend- 
ing as nersly as possible from head 
to foot. Ti the bird, fold his wings, 
hold him si ways, and if the color is 
the same fe over, that is “the rich, 
brilliant re you have a good bird, 
providing tle undercclor is gocd. As 
to undereolor, it should be ae rich 
saimon as the standard requires, but 
there are lots of good birds with some 
Smut in undercolor that are good 
breeders, for the reason that they have 
always been bred for surface color and 
no attention paid to undercolor until 
recent years. You will always find 
some smut in your flock, that is for 
several years yet. Some breeders act 
as though it were a terrible crime to 
have smut in undercolor, but if you 
will examine their flocks you will find 
some smut. What I mean is this, If 
the surface is good, don't discard it 
for one with no smut and a “bum” 
surface color, as it will take some time 
yet before we get all specimens with- 
out smut. 

The females are a shade lighter in 
color (a shade between a buff ania 
chocolate), and I am sorry to say that 
hens are inclined to run to a buff, 
Which I[ think can be overcome to a 
great extent with a few more years of 
careful breeding, The undercolor 
should blend with the surface color in 
_ all specimens.

The hens’ combs are rather large. 

Last year i got some of the Foy 
strain, but find that they are slower 
to develop, “stockier’ built and have 
smaller coémbs' on hens. They have 
mre black feathers, also. So I like my 
breed’ best, but the thing that bothers 
me is I wigh to sell pure stock and 
don’t know whether to call my breed 
pure. Some of my nheighbors have 
other pure stock of the B. P. R. I do 
not know what straim but my chickens 
are much better, I’m arising Mammoth 
Bronge turkeys and indian Runner 
dicks this year with very good luck 
up to date. The tin-top only amused 
my hawks as they have carried off 
about seventy-five chicks. 

Answer—In so far as blood goes I 
would consider your Rocks pure, but 
that counts little if you have not com- 
bined the Rock shape with the blood, 
for shape counts 33 points and color 
41. The other 25 points out of 4 possi- 
ble hundred are symmetry, weight, con- 
dition and comb. The Barred Rock, 
male and female, according to the 
standard, should be exactly alike in 
color, nte this well (both same color), 
Just here is where a great many Rock 
raisers fall down, They have light 
males and dark females. You will find 
a little further along in this depart- 
ment how to produce! males and fe- 
males of the same color. Seé J. H. C.’s 
letter, Boerne, Tex. The true Rock 
shape approaches nearest that of the 
Wyandottes, but is somewhat larger, 
and ‘not so blocky’ asia Wyandotte. 

My advice to you is ‘that you select 
some of your best birds and send 
them to a show or fair, where you 
know the judge is competent to pass 
on the breed. Would not attempt to 
sell eggs for hatching until I had them 


judged. 


John.P. Bowie, Washington, N. C.— 
Dear Uncle Joe: Be good enough to 
give me a corner immediately on your 
right, for a moment, in order that 
you may hear a newcomer’s views. 
My breed of fowls is the noted Reds, 
and the stock, on the! male side, are 
from the finest rosecomb yards in this 
state. Methinks I have been quite 
successful, having had no disease of 
any consequence among my poultry, 
and the egg yield has always been 
very good. | 

This year I moved to new quarters 
in January and my hens have been a 
failure in egg production. To two 
causes I attribute this—first, too much 
and prolonged feeding of cottonseed 
meal last winter and early spring, in 
the mash; and second, too many pea- 
nuts. They undoubtedly became too 
fat, although not so the last two 
mcnthe, as I cut off corn and they 
didn't have access to peanuts. 

A hen that I killed lately, my cook 
told me, had a great sack of eggs in 
empryo. I have not secured 20 eggs 
per 100 hens for months; formerly 75 
per cent was not unusual, Now, Uncle 
Joe, what do you think is the cause 
of this abnormality? My poultry has 
practically unlimited range, unthresh- 
ed oats to scratch among, cabbage 
leaves, etc. They are healthy, but the 
combs lack the brilliant red of the 
profitable hen. A continuance of the 
present state of matters and I would 
assuredly have to relinquish the poul- 
try business, or continue as a loss. 

I hope you will pardon the length 
of this. 

A writer in The Southern Ruralist, I 
think, recommended cottonseed meal as 
@ substitute for meat meal. 

You know what Shakespeare said: 
“Throw physic to the .dogs, I'll none

and curtailing egg production, for a fat 
hen cannot lay except at the risk of 
her life. Some of the disorders affect- 
ing an over-fat hen are vent gleet, 
hernia, inflammation of the oviduct, 
egg bound, soft-shelled eggs and the 
‘dropping of eggs from roost or on 
‘range. I have no doubt you have a 
good laying strain of fowls and all 
} they need is proper handling (i.e.) the 
| right King of food andthe right quan- 
(tity. It will take about a month to 
reduce your birds to a proper laying 
condition. It must be: done gradually 
or results will be disastrous.

Neither Was Lorimer’s Election 
ed by Talk 


Aldrich\| Relates the Connection 
of the~Taft Administration 
With the Lorimer --- Former 
Senator Says He Never Wor- 
ried About Illinois Situation. 


Washington, July ‘20.—The story of 
the administration’s attitude toward 
the election of Senator Lorimer as told 
by former Senator Nelson W. Aldrich, 
of Rhode Island, and the activities of 
R. J. Shields, of Superior, Wis., an in- 
surance agent, in collecting affidavits 
from witnesses in the investigation, 
featured the senate Lorimer committee 
hearing today. 

Instead of sending Edward Hines, 
the Chicago clubman, to Springfield 
with word from the Washington ad- 
ministration that Lorimer should be 
elected, Mr. Aldrich testified that he 
told Hines President Taft was not 
supporting the candidacy of anyone, 
but that Lorimer was not objectionable 
to him. The former Senator said he 
told Hines previously that the presi- 
dent had no objection to Albert J. 
Hopkins or Henry S. Boutell for the 
senatorship. 

A statement from the white house 
last March in regard to the election 
was read to the witness. The only 
point concerning which he said he 
Enew nothing was the declaration that 
a request had been made on the presi- 
dent to sign a telegram stating his 
views on Lorimer’s candidacy. 

White House Statement. 

The white house statement, 

out March 29, was as follows: 


“The . fact with reference 
president’s relation to Senator 
mer’s election is this:
